The City Council met in adjourned session with all Coun- 
cilmen. City Attorney, and City Administrator i)resent in 
white shirts, except one, who expressed little confidence in 


the heating system of the 
City Hall and presented 
himself in a sort of dingy 
brown wool sliirt. Later this 
proved to have no advarse 
effect on the busine.ss at 
hand.

Letters were road from 
Jessie Dunning relative to 
the watershed fire station, 
and she was complimented 
for time spent and research 
on this all important pro¬ 
ject which will require 
much study and future ac¬ 
tion. 

Since it was a budgeted 
item, a motion was made 
and carried that the work 
start on the Civic Center, 
the planning of which was 
set forth at budget time. All 
items of the December 
meeting of the Planning 
Commission were reviewed, 
hearings noted, and no 
changes requested. 

A petition was received 
for processing, for a sewer 
district on Highland Avenue 
from Baldwin to Mt. Trail. 
Formerly this section was 
included in another district 
which was found insuffi¬ 
cient. This section has now 
divorced itself, and asked to 
be considered as a separate 
district. If the petition is 
found sufficient, a hearing 
will be called in the near 
future. 

Bids were opened for the 
construction of Sewer Dis¬ 
trict 79, a private road 
known as Grand View Lane. 
The bid was let to the J. M. 
Construction Company as 
low bidder for the amount 
of $6,935.20. 

*' At a December meeting of 
the Council, Charles Ower, 
through his attorney Noren 
Eaton put the Council on

With an almost imperceptible shrug of the shoulder, 
tile niaci across the table picked up a pack of cigarettes. 
Ho lit is casually, liolding it lightly between his fingers. 


After Inhaling deeply, ho 
placed the cigarette in the 
crevice of the ash tray and 
rested his hands gently on 
the table. To tire casual ob¬ 
server this commonplace act 
would' have gone unnoticed. 
It was so natural, so 
smoothly and deliberately 
done that even the visitor 
had forgotte/n his host’s dis¬ 
ability; until ho said, “See, 
I’m getting better at it all 
the time.” 

The amazing part of what 
had just occurred was that 
the man across the table 
had lost an arm a .number 
of years ago. Shortly after¬ 
ward, for appearance sake, 
he had been fitted with an 
artificial arm prosthesis. For 
practneal purposes the de¬ 
vice was of limited' use. 
Now, fitted with a mew gas- 
powered arm prosthesis de¬ 
veloped by Sierra Engineer¬ 
ing Co., Sierra Madre, Cali¬ 
fornia, the psychological 
change iin the man was al¬ 
most incredible. 

Today the Sierra arm is 
providing a new hope for 
the disabled. It is a unique 
concept in prosthetic design, 
heralding a new era in the 
rehabilitation of amputees. 
It is the first of a array of 
highly sophisticated pros¬ 
thetic devices which will be 
available in years to come. 

L. Bonson Marsh, director 
of Sierra’s prosthetic divi¬ 


sion, inventor of the now 
arm and a recognized auth¬ 
ority in the field of prosthe¬ 
tics, describes the events 
loading up to this revolu¬ 
tionary developmeint. 

Actually the prosthetic 
profession is quite old, dat¬ 
ing back before the time of 
Christ. For centuries ampu¬ 
tees were forgotten man. 
Little or no attention was 
paid to the problem, espe¬ 
cially to upper extremity 
prosthesis (fingers, hajnds, 
arms and shoulders.) These 
losses were usually replaced 
by little more than clumsy 
wood, leather or metal ap¬ 
pendages. They were oper¬ 
ated by leather or rawhide 
thongs, or rope which slid 
over the surface of the de¬ 
vice and required consider¬ 
able effort an the part of 
the user becau.se of friction 
and mechanical limitations 
ir;hercnt in such devices. 

Attantion focuser on the 
state of the prosthetic art 
toward' the close of World 
War II. Thousands of serv¬ 
ice men maimed in combat 
wanted to return to a useful 
civilian life. The Veterans 
Administration and other 
federal agencies made 
funds available for that 
purpose and a research and 
development program was 
initiated. Designers ajnd 
manufacturers were sought 


with the unique capabilities 
required to develop new 
concepts and transform 
their ideas into practical, 
workable form. 

Sierra Engineering Co. 
was one of a handful of 
companies able to meet the 
rigid requirements sot up by 
the program. Its success 
has, in largo measure, been 
spearheaded by Harry L. 
Daulton, Sierra’s president. 
His faith in the ultimate 
success of the program has 
been an inspiration to 
everyone concerned. 

Sierra’s long standing ex¬ 
perience, capabilities and 
modern equipment produced 
significant developments in 
this long neglected field. 
War-bom materials and 
methods proved to be a fer¬ 
tile source for the prosthe¬ 
tic manufacturers. Plastic 
laminates were found to

TM CITY COUNCIL OP THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. A new Section 
9449, reading as follows, is here¬ 
by added to the Sierra Madre 
City Code: 

Section 9449. Driveway Re¬ 
quirements. 

1. Each driveway to a garage 
or parking space shall be at least 
ten and one-half (lO^/a) feet uni¬ 
form width and shall be total¬ 
ly unobstructed from the pave¬ 
ment upward. 

a) If any driveway serves as 
access to more than twelve 

(12) dwelling units, such 
driveway shall be not less 
than elghteeen (18) feet uni¬ 
form width and shall be to¬ 
tally unobstructed from the 
pavement upward; provided 
however that utility poles, 
guy wires and anchors may 
be located within two (2) feet 
of the property line. 

b) Eaves, no portion of 
which are less than thirteen 

(13) feet above the pavement, 
may overhang any such drive¬ 
way a distance of not more 
than three (3) feet; and util¬ 
ity pole cross-arms and util¬ 
ity service wires may be locat¬ 
ed not less than thirteen (13) 
feet In height above the 
paved surface of any drive¬ 
way. 

c) Two (2) ten and one-half 
( 10 ‘/ 2 ) foot driveways may be 
provided In lieu of a required 
eighteen (18) foot driveway, 
In which event one shall be 
marked “Entrance” and one 
“Exit” and all regulations 
hereinbefore provided with 
respect to ten and one-half 
(10‘/a) foot driveways shall 
apply to each of such drive¬ 
ways. 

d) Every driveway shall be 
paved full width with asphal¬ 
tic or cement concrete. 

e) ”No Parking” signs with 
lettering not less than two 
(2) Inches In height shall be 
placed conspicuously at the 
entrance to and at Intervals 
of not less than one hundred 
(100) feet along every required 
driveway. 

2. No person shall park, 
stand or leave any vehicle in 
any portion of a required 
driveway except for the pur¬ 
pose of and during the pro¬ 
cess of loading or unloading 
passengers o r merchandise 
and then only while such 
vehicle Is attended by the 
operator thereof.
